Fusion in New Vork. 


The Republicans of New York City assem- 


bled in largo numbers at the Tabernacle, on

the removal of Gov. Reedfir and the selection 
of Gov. Shannon by President Pierce, ns evin- 
cing a determination on the part of the Execu- 
tive nnd his abettors to extend Slavery over the 
public Territories, in violation of good faith, 
public sentiment and Constitutional law. 


llfgnltttl, That the approval of these proceed- 


incs by the press in the Slave States, convinces 
us that tho extension of Slavery is dearer to 
them than tho preservation of good faith or 
deference to the Federal Constitution, and that 
wo have no hopo of maintaining our just rights 
in the Union but by disregarding all political 
antecedents, and resolving to tmppurt no man 
for public ollice who is not decidedly opposed 
to the extension of Slavery to any portion of 
tho public Territory. 


Sixteen Democrats nnd sixteen Whigs were 


appointed delegates to the Syracuse State Con. 
vention, to be held to-tnorrow, tho 2Gth inst. 


Thus is the " Republican'1 ball rolling frouj 


State to State, and the people, awakening to a 
senso of their duty, aro everywhere rallying 
under the standard of Freedom, and eagerly 
await the hour of battle, when they nan meet 
the despots of Slavery, and hurl them from 
their ill-gotten seats of power.
